He became a member of the Washington Redskins in 1969 
Selected as DCCC’s Distinguished Alumnus, 1972 


Through determination, to overcome his deafness in one ear, his athletic ability 
was brought to the forefront and the eight round draft choice became one of foot- 
ball’s greatest. 


During eight years with the Redskins, his contributions as an athlete were noted by 
the many honors he received, he was the 1st halfback in the history of the NFL to 
rush for over 1,250 yds., and especially being named the most valuable player in the Na- 
tional Football League in 1972. 


During his tenure as a professional athlete and thereafter, he has been committed 
to helping others. 


His humanitarian nature has committed him to a continued involvement with 
youth, underprivileged, handicapped and the elderly. 


He is respected for many reasons, especially for his willingness and ability to in- 
spire those who like himself have had to meet and conquer numerous obstacles. 


After retirement from football in 1977, he was employed at E.F. Hutton as a Per- 
sonal Financial Management Advisor. 


Since 1981, he has been the Xerox Business and Community Relations Manager for 
the Mid-Atlantic-now Coastal Region. 


He has acted as Special Assistant to the Director of Minority Business Enterprise at 
the Department of Commerce.
